U con¬ 
tained in the brief submitted to the 
Supreme Court of the United States in 
behalf of the Government in the case 
against the corporation to be heard by 
that tribunaj on Monday. 

Mrs. Pearl Armstrong, charged with 
the murder of her husband. George 
Armstrong, wan bound over to the 
grand Jury without bond yesterday In 
New Albany by Magistrate Huckeby 
at the clone of her preliminary exami¬ 
nation. Mrs. Armstrong seemed not to 
be affected by the testimony of the 
witnesses that she systematically ad¬ 
ministered different poisons to her hus¬ 
band and brought about his death. 

An agreement to arbitrate the dis¬ 
pute between the telegraphers and the 
management of the Big Four railway 
was reached yesterday In Cincinnati. 
Announcement to this effect was made 
at the close of a conference which dis¬ 
cussed the ultimatum submitted by 
the men. Yesterday** action precludes 
the possibility of nn Immediate strike. 

A new Indictment against Mrs. Jean¬ 
nette Stewart-Ford, alleging blackmail, 
was returned by the grand Jury In Cin¬ 
cinnati yesterday. It Is designed to 
cure possible defect* In the similar 
charge returned several week* ago, the 
woman** attorneys having attacked the 
first indictment In court. 

Bundled Into an automobile, Mrs. 
Caroline Martin, mother of Mrs. Ocey 
Sneed, the bathtub victim, and Mrs. 
Man* Snead, were taken away from 
the Tombs prison yesterday to New¬ 
ark. N. J.. where they are under In¬ 
dictment on charges of causing the 
death of Mrs. Ocey Snead. 

The City Council of At Uinta yester¬ 
day began investigating condition* at 
the city prison used as the stockade. 
The present grand Jury Indicted the 
superintendent and two guards for 
brutally beating a negro. Another ne¬ 
gro died from blood poisoning from 
rusty shackles. 

Former President Zclava of Nicara¬ 
gua. who ha* found refuge In Mexico, 
called upon President Diax at the na¬ 
tional palace yesterday. Zclaya said 
that the object of his visit was to ex¬ 
press his thank# for the courtesies he 
had received from the officials of Mex¬ 
ico. There wa» little ceremony. 


More than a score of person* were 
Injured, five of them possibly fatally, 
in a lire which swept a big double tene¬ 
ment on Belmont avenue, Ea*t New 
York. Six of the Injured were firemen, 
who were overcome by smoke and 
hurt In aiding persons in the blazing 
structure.

TWO NEW SENATORIAL 

CANDIDATES IN FIELD. 


Washington. Dec. 30.—(Special >—Th© 
first gun of the heavy artillery fusillade 
tho Taft Administration Is preparing 
to turn on the trusts will be fired in tho 
Supreme Court Monday next. Attor¬ 
ney General Wickersharn will then be¬ 
gin argument for the Government in 
the Tobacco Trust cose. 

This will be an Important occasion 
for the Administration. The tobacco 
case Is the first trust c&sc that has 
come to the Supreme Court under the 
Taft Administration. Monday will also 
mark Attorney General Wlokersham's 
first appearance as a representative of 
the Government before the highest 
tribunal In the land. 

Since the Attorney General’s state¬ 
ment, shortly after he entered the Cab¬ 
inet, that he had no Intention of mak¬ 
ing n general issue out of trust coses 
and lumping them all into one. as did 
the Roosevelt Administration, consid¬ 
erable skepticism has been expressed In 
many quarters as to the vigor with 
which President Taft and his legal ad¬ 
visers would prosecute the great cor¬ 
porations. In speaking of his plans at 

that time. Mr YVIckersham said:

Wlckersham’s Outline. 


"There win be no effort made by my 
department u> put all \jie trust* In one 
category. Each case will be considered 
on Us merit*. No shot will be fired In 
the air. We will not go Into court un¬ 
til we have something to go on.” 

In a printed brief of 268 pages. Attor¬ 
ney General Wickersharn and his ■pe¬ 
dal assistant. J. C. McReynold*. to¬ 
day presented to the Supreme Court of 
the United State* the case of the Gov¬ 
ernment in tho famous tobacco case*, 
which will bo argued next week In that 
court. Tho case* were tried in the 
United State* Circuit Court for the 
Southern district of New York, which, 
after dismissing the petition a* to for¬ 
eign tobacco companies and some of 
the subordinate American companies, 
adjudged the others to be parties to 
an unlawful conspiracy and enjoined 
them from continuing their operations 
and from engaging In Interstate com¬ 
merce. 

• • • 

Ask* Broader Scope. 


The Attorney General take* the po¬ 
sition that these findings, sweeping a* 
they seem to have been, were not 
brood, enough, and he ask* the Su¬ 
preme Court to extend them ns to so 
widen their scope ss to take In the for¬ 
eign companies and some Individuals 
who were relieved from tne operation 
of the verdict. Many other extension* 
of the Judgment are also requested 
Afi*r showing that In 1890 competi¬ 
tion was free, the various coalitions 
are traced In the document, and facts 
ar»* given to show that the combina¬ 
tion has grown until Its combined as¬ 
set* amount to 1400.000,000. It Is as¬ 
serted that the combination manufac¬ 
tures all of the cigarette* for export 
and almost thrvo-fourths of the smok¬ 
ing tobacco nnd of the cigarettes for 
domestic sale, more than three-fourths 
of the plug, twist and fine-cut tobacco 
nnd almost all of the snuff and little 
cigars that are made. It is declared 
that “the defendants have persistently 
exercised dure**, have practiced wicked 
and unfair methods and used th« i lr 
gremt power In oppressive way*/’ Fur¬ 
ther. It Is averted that they have been 
actuated by a fixed purpose to destroy 
competition and obtain monopolies 
•'Com peti tors have gradually dlsap- 
penred and the combination, now 
strongly entrenched, unduly restricts 
the business of those In the trnde and 
prevent* others from entering.”

Combination I* Illegal.

Putting aside, for the time, the ef¬ 
fect of the Sherman Anti-trust law. 
under which the suit was brought. It 
Is contended that the combination un¬ 
der the name of the American Tobacco 
Company was Illegal when It was en¬ 
tered Into in 1890. because It was con¬ 
trary to the common law. Contending 
for the right of Congress to enact anti¬ 
trust legislation, it is asserted that tho 
essential purpose of the Sherman law Is 
to prevent injury, nut merely to reverse 
a course of conduct. The Attorney 
General also lay* down the general 
proposition that “the right freelv to 
buy, sell and transfer property i 9 n ot 
a fundamental civil right to be exer¬ 
cised without limitation a* Interested 
parties mav determine.** and he adds 
the assertion that “It I* subordinate to 
public policy and the lawfully ex¬ 
pressed will of Congress." 

• • • 

Specific Instances. 

Coming to specific instances relative 
to the operation* of the trust, it Is de¬ 
clared that substantially all estab¬ 
lished Jobbers In New England were 
Induced to throw out Independent prod, 
ucts. as were those of Philadelphia. 
New York and many other specified 
places. It Is asserted that Independent 
Jobbing in New York was destroyed by 
the organization of the Metropolitan 
Tobacco Company, which was given an 
exclusive agency for the sal© of the 
trust goods. It Is also asserted th«t 
“bushwhacking” methods were resort¬ 
ed to In the use of union label*, and the 
method of this proceeding In denounced 
ss “Iniquitous." and one such as Is 
“Inhibited by a civilized conscience “ 
Indeed. It Is declared that the record 
contains much evidence and a vast 
deal of correspondence concerning the 
operations of these bushwhacking com¬ 
panies which disclose amazing deprav¬ 
ity and show with clearness how these 
sinister agencies were effectively util¬ 
ized. 

The advertising methods of the trust 
are referred to as a means of influ¬ 
encing both bnsines* and public senti¬ 
ment, and it is sold that not less than

FOR TARING BONDS 


DEPARTMENT DEFINES REGU¬ 
LATIONS FOR ACCEPTANCE 
OF SURETY. 


Washington, Dec. 30.—Of interest to 
surety companies doing business with 
the United State* Is a ruling to-day by 
Assistant Secretary Hlllls. of the 
Treasury Department, that Treasury 
officers may accept a bond If executed 
by such a company at the company's 
home office or at an office outside the 
boundaries of the .State, where the com¬ 
pany ha* no license, for a principal re¬ 
siding in such Stale or for the per¬ 
formance of a contract therein. This 
follow** an opinion of the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral, to whom the question was re¬ 
ferred. 

The Assistant Secretary holds also 
that such bonds running to the United 
States are valid and enforceable against 
the company whether <»r not the com¬ 
pany maintains an agency in the State 
In w hich the principal reside*, also that 
the execution of a bond in this manner 
would not be doing business within the 
State within the meaning of the law. 

Under existing Treasury regulations 
a bond cAnnot be accepted by any of 
the Treasury officer* If executed by n 
surety company or agent In the State 
where the company has not obtained 
a State license. 

POST-OFFICELOTTERY 
SALE TAKES PLACE 


DISPOSAL OF UNCLAIMED PACK¬ 
AGES DRAWS LARGE AND 

CLAMOROUS CROWD. 


Washington. Dec. 30.—Lottery luck 
ha* so stimulated the demand for 
other people's property lost or strayed 
In the malls that the Post-offlc^ Depart¬ 
ment In Its recent annual sale of unde¬ 
livered articles accumulated at the dead 
letter office, averaged 6 cents more for 
each parcel than the year before. 

A report to-day shows the recen* sale 
brought aggregate receipts of S10.37S, 
averaging 81.36 for each of the 7,789 
derelict parcels. 

The speculative demand for the pack¬ 
ages whose content* were only sparing¬ 
ly made known and their value left an 
unknown factor wag reflected In the 
overcrowding and the coiling of police 
to quell a possible riot and avert per¬ 
sonal Injury to the bidders. Many of 
the parcels sold In the Government- 
conducted game of chance were prizes; 
<*thers were virtually worthless.

TO ASK THE LEGISLATURE. 


Frankfort. Ky.. Dec. 30.—(Special) — 
With the State deep in debt and without 
any immediate prospect of any im¬ 
provement in Its financial standing, tit© 
Republican State officials, who began 
their administration with over a million 
dollars In the State treasury, arc now 
worrying over conditions and the future. 
How to wipe out this debt is the ques¬ 
tion that is bothering them all. from 
the Governor down- The officials are 
thinking of the next campaign and 
wondering how they can go before the 
people with an empty treasury and a 
deficit of nearly a million dollar*. 

• • • 

Plan Big Bond Issue. 


A bond issue of one million dollars. 
That Is the plan that ha* been decided 
upon by the officials In charge of the 
State’s finances, although the plan Is 
being kept secret- It Is positively known 
that the State officials have decided 
to &*k the Legislature to Issue bonds 
for a million dollars In order that the 
debts of the Stat - can be paid and with 
the hope that when the Willson admin¬ 
istration ends rher© can be ft balance 
in the State treasury. 

In order to hove bonds issued It will 
be necessary for the Legislature to vote 
for them snd a* the Legislature is Dem¬ 
ocratic and therefore not Inclined to 
favor bond Issues, there seems to be 
but little likelihood of the bond Usuc 
being voted. The Republicans have got¬ 
ten themselves In a hole and the gen¬ 
eral sentiment Is that they should get 
themselves out. 

• • • 

State Faces Big Deficit. 


When June 1. the end of the present 
fiscal year, comes, the State will face a 
deficit of 8750.000, In round numbers 
and Instead of having money in the 
treasury to pay outstanding warrants 
the State vviU be broke and in debt so 
deeply Chat the Auditor and Treasurer 
cannot sec any way out except by a 
bond issue. Bonds were Issued under 

the last.. Republican administration. 

after the State had been run into debt, 
but the*© bonds were wiped out by the 
Democrats and since then there has 
been no bonded indebtedness. The State 
Is now free from bonded debt, except 
the perpetual school bonds, and the only 
debt U that piled up during the two 
years of Republican administration.

PER HAM IN WASHINGTON TO 
MEET MEDIATION BOARD. 


CALLS ON COMMISSIONERS. 


Cincinnati, O., Dec. 30.—A compro¬ 
mise has been reached betweeu the 
telegraphers of the Big Four railroad 
and the management of th* system and 
all iihmedtate danger of a strike has 
been removed. This hi the outcome of 
a conference held to-day between the 
telegraphers* committee and General 
Manager Van Winkle. 

Th# basis of the agreement rests on 
an arrangement for an Investigation 
of all stations on the system and an 
increase in pay at such point* where 
Increased work Is shown. Th* original 
demand of th* operators was fur a 
uniform 20 per cent, raise. 

The telegraphers* committee will re¬ 
main In conference with Mr. Van Win¬ 
kle for some days longer In order that 
the new schedule may l*e perfected and 
other points In th© controversy settled, 
but it Is believed now there will be no 
further serious friction. 

t: C.’S CASE ONLY 


It is understood, although Gov. Will- 
son declines to discuss what trill be 
In his message, thst th* Governor will 
recommend to th* Legislature that a 
million dollars of bonds be issued by the 
State to pay the indebtedness. Officials 
who are in on the secret that a bond 
issue will be requested of the Legisla¬ 
ture. have been keeping mighty quiet 
about It and it only become known to¬ 
day to any others than the few officials, 
that the bond issue is being proposed a* 
a solution of the financial problem* of 
the State. 

« • • 

State Auditor James Talks. 


Frank P. James. State Auditor, In 
talking about the finances of the State, 
said that there would be a deficit of 
8750,000 at the end of the present fiscal 
year, and said It could be met by a 
bond Issue or by increasing the tax 
rate. He said an Increase In the tax 
rate would not be felt by the people, 
but would wipe out the d*bi and ena¬ 
ble the State to get on Its feet. Mr. 
James also wanted the apportionment 
of money changed so that the general 
expenditure fund will get more and the 
schools lees. In this way the deficit 
can be cut down. 

As between asking an Increase In 
the tax rate and a bond Issue the Re¬ 
publican officials are between th* devil 
and the sea. and It Is hard for them to 
decide which will count most against 
them when the time comes to ask for 
votes at the next general election. 
Neither an Increase in the tax rate 
nor a bond issue appeals to the people 
of tl>© State, and It is believed that it 
has been decided to ask for bonds a* 
being the lenat Injurious of the two 
methods of raising money. 

• ■ • 

James Favors Bond Issue. 


"I favor a bond Issue.** wild Mr. 
James. “I think that is the best solu¬ 
tion of the question, and I have talked 
to some of the other State officials who 
are inclined to agree with me that th* 
bond** should be Issued. You under¬ 
stand Kentucky has undertaken * dif¬ 
ficult thing. The State ha* been try¬ 
ing to build a 82.000.000 Capitol with¬ 
out increasing the tax rate or Issuing 
bonds, and that is too much for any 
State. It Is right, too. that those who 
coine after us should help pay for the 
Cnpltol and not hav* the burden fall 
on us entirely. The new Capitol is 
what ha* caused the heavy Indebted¬ 
ness on the part of the State We could 
Issue bonds for a million dollars and 
not feel It I have faith enough In 
Kentucky to believe that the Increase 
In values In property In Kentucky will 
more than make up for the Interest on 
the bonds and the amount which must 
be set aside for the sinking fund. We 
could pay off the bonds without any 
trouble In a few years and the people 
would never feel It. 

“What is a debt of one million dollars 
for the State of Kentucky, anyhow? 
Many cities have debts much larger 
and there is no reason why Kentucky 
should not have a debt of that size, for 
a time." 

Mr. Jam?* said he had talked to the 
Governor and the Governor hod said 
he would state the facts and put the 
whole matter up to the Legislature for 
action, without recommending that one 
thing or another be done.

launches, pump boats, skiffs, houseboats, 
ail corts of water craft, are fastened In 
an Icy embrace that means certain de¬ 
struction for some of the craft when 
that embrace Is broken. 

As fur as the eye can reach, tho Ohio 
Is frozen, and the one or two little spots 
where water is visible will soon disap¬ 
pear. for these epots. kept open by the 
powerful tugs and towboats, are even 
now rapidly freezing, for the task of 
keeping tliem open has been abandoned.

Robert A. Holland, clergyman and au¬ 
thor. died to-day of pneumonia. He was 
€5 years old. For thirty years he w*ta 
reotor emeritus of St. George s Episco¬ 
pal Church of St. Louis. His “Common- 
wealth or Man** was a reply to "The 
Moiti With the Hoe." He had been a 
preacher In Chicago and Trbnton. N. J. 

Dr. Holland was bom In Nashville, 
Tenn., and at 16 was chaplain In the 
Confederate army. He was at first a 
Methodist preacher, but was ordained to 
the Episcopal priesthood In 1871. 

He left the active ministry three 
years ago ajil became a lecturer at the 
University of the So*.ith at Sewanoe, 
Tenn. He vvn* preaching In Baltimore 
when hf changed his faith. A widow, 
three daughters and three sons sur¬ 
vive.

The Tariff Law Item. 


“This new tariff l«w has cost, and U 
costing, the American people millions 
and millions of dollars In increased cost 
of living.” declared Senator Moses E. 

The Sen¬ 
ator had been asked for an expression 
of some view* about the question of ad¬ 
vancing cost of living and he launched 
Into a tariff Analysis without any delay 
or uncertainties.

Why do I say that? Because it 
was generally understood that the tar¬ 
iff was In general an Increase. The In¬ 
crease did not affect everything, of 
course, but when the prices were raised 
by the local people whose rates had 
been Increased other people were com¬ 
pelled to raise their prices in keeping. 
The thing'started with the tariff In¬ 
creases. and is going all along the line, 
apparently. “Raise the price of one 
necessary of life—of a man's coat, 
shoes, food—and the man who is com¬ 
pelled to pay that Increased price must 
get more for what he has to sell in 
order that he may pay It. Therefore. 
It necessarily affects the price of what 
he produces He must either take less 
*rotU or raise his price. You will hear 
t said constantly, with reference to 
something on which the price has been 
advanced. {Ob, that Isn’t In the tariff 
at all That Increase has nothing to 
do with the tariff,’ but the fact Is that 
the tariff Increases of prices reach all 
along the line. You can’t raise the coat 
of living to a man who Is producing 
something to sell without forcing that 
man to raise correspondingly the price 
of what he has to sell.”

The publishers asked on 
what authority the Senate re-prlnted a 
copyrighted Article, a thing which no 
private Individual would be allowed to 
do without the consent of the copyright 
owner.

A provision of the section says: 

“Provided, however, that the publica¬ 
tion or re-publication by the Govern¬ 
ment either separately or in a public 
document of any material In which 
copyright Is subsisting shall not be 
taken to cause an abridgement or an¬ 
nulment of the copyright or to author¬ 
ize any use or appropriation of such 
copyright material without the consent 
of the copyright proprietor. 0

Mias Mattie Watts, aged 62 years, who 
gavo more than thirty years of her life 
to missionary work In Braxll. died At the 
home of her sister-in-law, Mrs. W. O. 
Watts. 2909 Portland avenue, at 10:30 
o'clock last night. A fall from a carriage 
last spring while attending a meeting of 
church people in the county Is directly 
the cause of Miss Watts' death. She had 
been ill ever since the accident, and re¬ 
cently Complications developed and the 
end came last night after a brave fight 
for life. 

Miss Watts was one of the best known 
church workers In this part of the Ftate 
of Kentucky As a representative of tho 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South. Miss 
Watts carried on missionary work In Bra¬ 
sil for over thirty years, during which 
time she established three educational 
Institutions there She returned to Louis¬ 
ville from Brasil last April to reside hero 
In retirement. During the thirty years 
she was enraged m mission work she 
made only thres or four visits to her na¬ 
tive State.

3he was r. iaugUt-r 
of Elijah S Watts, a prominent lawyer 
of his day. Her mother was a Mis*

Kentucky family. Ml*s Watts was edu¬ 
cated at the Methodist Episcopal Semi¬ 
nary at Bardstown fifty *ekr* ago. After 
the Civil War she was graduated with the 
first class In the Normal school and taught 
In the public schools here for several 
year* 

Miss Watts is survived by two brothers. 
Thomas P Watts, of Kansas City, and 
Ell N. Watts, of Louisville, and many 
nieces and nephews. Among them are 
W. W, Watts. B B. Watts, John R. 
W*tts. Mrs Katie W. Clark. Miss Orace 
B. Watts and Mrs. Harry R Rose, of

In doDmcling the suit Clarence J. 
Shisirn had argued that a corporation,

nor feeling. Is incapable of entertaln- 
' Ing a mischievous and malicious Intent, 
which Is essential element in criminal 
libel ” 

The court hold to-day that “It was 
once thought that a corporation could 
not commit a crime, but by slow de¬ 
grees and following upon the extension 
of the practice of organising corpora¬ 
tions for the purpose of avoiding the 
penalties of alleged acts, the courts 
have reached a different conclusion.”

Washington, Dec. 80.—The situation 
In Nicaragua presents some diplomatic 
niceties in relation to the propriety of 
recognizing the Government of Madri* 
by the Centra! American States. In 
the opinion of officials of the State De¬ 
partment. President Madrts should re¬ 
ceive no recognition on the part of 
Centntl American republics beyond that 
which would be accorded to a leader of 
a faction. 

Because of the close relations main¬ 
tained by Zelaya with Honduras, It is 
expected that Government may be fore¬ 
most In doing anything that will tend 
to strengthen the authority of Madri*. 
but there would be great surprise 
should such action be taken by Mex¬ 
ico without a previous understanding 
with tho United States.

No Formal Break. 

It Is pointed out here that as the 
United, States Is the only Government 
that has broken off official relations 
with Nicaragua, there would be no oc¬ 
casion for special recognition on tho 
part of the Central American repub¬ 
lics were Madriz elected President un¬ 
der ordinary conditions, as diplomatic 
relations with the nation would be 
continued as usual.

Fourth—The election by the National 
Congress of Dr. Jose Madriz as Provi¬ 
sional President of Nicaragua was a 
happy event because It prevented an¬ 
archy. a second revolution and further 
complications with the United States. 

Fifth—The elements of peace and tho 

f iatrlotism of the Nicaraguans are flnd- 
ng their way on both sides; and it Is 
to be desired that successful negotiations 
may follow’. 

Slstn-So far as Mexico Is concerned, 
the policy of my Government, always 
friendly to the United States, has been 
well understood and appreciated by Pres 
Ident Taft and Secretary Knox. They 
have both been kind enough to congratu¬ 
late me. 

Seventh—Tlie United States and Mexico 
will continue acting and co-operating in 
full accord to consolidate pears in Cen¬ 
tral America, to give solid consistence to 
the Washington convention* of 1997 and 
to develop a feeling of high respect to 
the International Court of Cartago.” 

Gov. Creel will leave for home !m 
mediately after January 1. 
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Zelaya’s visit at the national palace 
lasted a hhlf hour. • 

He was received by President Diaz in 
the green room. The Introduction wus 
made by Lieut. CoL Samuel Garcia 
Cueller. one of the aides of President 
Diaz, snd not by the official Intro¬ 
ducer of Ambassadors. Hence tho meet¬ 
ing was devoid of official character and 
Zelaya was received as a private citi¬ 
zen.

Former Acting Consul Says Amer¬ 
icans Are Again Mistreated. 

Mexico City. Dec. 30.—Dr. Oroesbeck 
Walsh, of Chicago, formerly acting 
United States Consul at Corlnto, Nic¬ 
aragua. and now on leave of absence 
from his duties in the United States 
hospital at Colon, Panama, passed 
through here to-day and mad»* the 
statement that Zelaya was being 
looked upon as a martyr and a hero by 
tlie people of Central America. 

Dr. Walsh reached Bailna Crus from 
Central America on the date of the ar¬ 
rival at that port of Zelaya and was 
on the same train that brought the 
former President to this capital. Ze- 
laya recognized Dr. Walsh and shook 
hand* with hiip. 

Speaking to-night of the situation in 
Nicaragua and other Central American 
republics Dr. Walsh said that he knew 
It to b« a fact that when Zelaya was 
in power h<* had caused to be Inter¬ 
cepted consular reports, had muzzled 
the press and In many instances had 
“rubbed It Into” Americans In Nicar¬ 
agua. He says that the papers of Costa 
Rli-a are bristling with paragraphs 
such as "Down with the Yankees,” “We 
must stand together.” “Zelaya Is a mar¬ 
tyr “ 

H* believes that under the Madriz 
regime, nnd particularly since what he 
termed the “back down (Of Mr. Knox.' 4 
conditions, insofar as Americans are 
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concerned, will be much the some, if 
not worse, as in the past. He says that 
the American Consuls in Centra! Amer¬ 
ica have never been backed up by the 
State Department in Washington when 
they gave true reports of indignities 
heaped upon Americans there and that 
the Central Americans, knowing that 
to be a fact, take advantage of D. 

“AH of tho other countries.” said Dr. 
Walsh, “protect their eitisens. and If 
an Englishman gets Into trouble his 
Government offers every opportunity to 
quickly secure Justice. With Amer¬ 
icans quite the contrary Is true.” 

Carnegie Amused. 

New York. Dec. 30.—The seriousness 
with which Nicaragua biw taken An¬ 
drew Carnegie’s reputed offer of a $20.- 
000,000 endowment to Insure peace in 
Central America afforded gr. ater 
amusement, nowhere to-night than t-o 
Mr. Carnegie himself. The offer, as 
first reported from Pittsburg, appeared 
only Jocularly, as & slap at the vigor¬ 
ous policy of Secretary Knox, with 
whom Mr. Carnegie* was supposed jo be 
dining when It was mad*', and Mr. Car¬ 
negie has since dented It while Secre¬

Mrs. Armstrong appeared in court In 
apparent good health. She wa* repre¬ 
sented by her attorneys, Ewing Ac 
Roose. and sat between them appar¬ 
ently less concerned than anyone else 
in the courtroom. The first witness 
•-ailed at the opening of the court was 
Dr. W. B. Shackled, who was called’ 
about five hours before the death of 
Armstrong, He testified that when ho 
arrived at the bouse. 47 West First 
street, the defendant informed him that 
her husband had become angry at her 
and had taken carbolic add in an at¬ 
tempt to commit suicide. At the same 
time she counseled the physician not to 
say anything about the matter to her 
husband. »s it might make him angry 
and he would further persist In his 
attempt at self-dee!ruction. Dr. Shack- 
Jett testified that he examined the pa¬ 
rent. but found no traces of carbolic 
acid on his Ups. tongue or throat. Aft¬ 
erward the defendant followed him to 
'he door of the house and asked him 
how much carbolic acid It would take 
:o kill a person, and he Informed her 
three or four teaspoonfuls. The wit¬ 
ness said that he had loft two pre¬ 
scriptions with Mrs. Armstrong for her 
husband, one a sedative and the other 
something to re)i«»e his stomach. The 
physician also testified that on the day 
following the death of her husband. 
Mrs. Armstrong called at his office and 
asked him to nuke out a certificate 
(ha* he had lied of calomel poisoning 
or an overdose of calomel.

Buying of Poison. 

Edward Mayes, a drug clerk employed 
in tho at ora of Charles D. Knoefel. 
where Mrs. Armstrong had a prescrip¬ 
tion filled, testified that the accused 
bought 5 cents* worth of carbolic geld 
and an eighth of an ounce of strychnine. 
When the accused was asked what she 
wanted wtth the latter poison she re¬ 
plied that she wanted to poison rats.

Nephew Sent For Rat Poison. 

Clarence Harris, a nephew of Mrs. 
.Armstrong, testified that the accused 
had induced him to go to a drug store 
on the Sunday night preceding the 
death of her husband and purchase a 
box of -rough on rats.” She told him 
'hat the rats had infested the premises 
to such an extent that she must exter¬ 
minate them. He Identified the box 
found In the vault as the one he had 
bought at the drug store.

Finding of Packages. 

Capt. William Adams, chief of po¬ 
lice, testified that he investigated the 
rile after It was reported to him that 
thfere waa my s te r y connected with the 
death of Mr. Armstrong. He found in 
the vault In the rear of the premises 
hot tie® labeled strychnine, “rough on 
rats" and calomel, and that when he 
questioned Mrs. Armstrong about what 
had become of the bottle containing the 
carbolic acid her husband had taken 
she was evasive. She Impressed him 
as holding back something. He detailed 
her arrest and also the detention of 
Florence Myrtle Harris In connection 
with the case.

No Evidence By Defense. 


The defense did not Introduce any 
evidence.

ASSOCIATION CLOSES INSTRUC¬ 
TIVE SESSION AT FRANKFORT. 


AT HENDERSON NEXT YEAR. 


Frankfort. Ky.. Dw. 30.— ( Special.)— 
The thlrty-flnrt annual session of the 
Colored State Teacher** Association 
came to a cloee here yesterday and In 
point of attendance. Interest manifested 
and a desire for the educational uplift 
of the negro youth of the State, the 
meeting will go down as one of the 
moat remarkable In its history’. 

At the last day's session there was 
enrolled 200 teachers coming from all 
sections of the State to hear address *a 
that were full of encouragement to the 
teachers to return to their posts of 
duty determined to further prosecute 
the work in the schoolroom. 

All phases of educational work came 
up before the body for consideration 
and the best trained men and women 
of the race led In the discussion. The 
address of Prof. Roscoe Conkting Bruce. 
Superintendent of # Public Schools. 
Washington. D. C.. proved to be one of 
the most clear-cut speeches of the aes. 
slon*. It was a detailed outline of the 
work and duty of the teacher. He 
urged that best Informed and trained 
teachers should be given preference to 
teach the colored youth of the State. 

While the association was grateful 
to the State for what it Is doing In 
assisting the r.egro to receive an edu¬ 
cation. resolutions were passed urging 
that there should he an articulation In 
the courses of study of the colored 
public schools wtth that of th** State 
Norm*! and In dual rial Institute. of 
Frankfort. An appropriation of $9,000 
waa urged to come before the Legis¬ 
lature for the completion of the two 
new buildings on Normal Hill and $3,- 
000 for the annual maintenance fund 
for the Institution. 

The address of Prof J. H. Garvin, of 
Winchester, urging negroos to stay on 
the farms in country districts and earn* 
on agricultural pursuits, resulted In 
the body asking that a bill be passed 
by the Legislature for a colored Inspec¬ 
tor to be appointed from the Agricult¬ 
ural Deportment of the State to or¬ 
ganise farmers* conferences for the pur¬ 
pose of giving encouragement and 
teaching the negroes of the State how 
to farm and get the best results from 
his farm. 

Miss Mildred Bryant, assistant mu¬ 
sical supervisor of the Louisville pub¬ 
lic school*, gave a fine address on 
“How to Teach Music In Public 
Schools." Miss Ruth B. Johnson, of 
Covington, gave a practical talk on 
“How to Teach Reading In the Primary 
Department." She used a class of chil¬ 
dren. emphasising the thought method. 

The following officers were elected: 
F. M. Wood, president. Lebanon; Miss 
Martha Williams, vice president, Frank¬ 
fort; Mrs. A. L. Garvin, secretary. Har- 
rodabur*. A. O. Guthrie. Owensboro. 
The association decided to meet next 
year at Hendcraon. 

Much Interest was manifested In the 
desire of the Louisville delegation to 
get an Indorsement for cooking to be 
Introduced In the night school*. A res¬ 
olution favoring the proposition para-d 
unanimously. At the late session, reso¬ 
lutions were passed thanking the peo¬ 
ple of Frankfort, city and State of¬ 
ficials for their klndnera in entertain¬ 
ing the association. Before adjourn¬ 
ment the body visited the new Oapltol

In the current number of tho New 
York Independent a contributor asks, 
and answers at some length, the ques¬ 
tion: “What Is th© matter with farm¬ 
ing T* Th© answer Is that the farmer 
Is underpaid and overworked. Granting 
this to be true In a measure. y«K not to 
th© degree charged, some of the state¬ 
ments made by the writer, evidently an 
Easterner, arc curiously Interesting in 
this section of the country.

In modem Japan the caste 
system, recently destroyed, placed the 
land owner high In th© social^scale and 
the merchant and trader somewhere 
near the bottom. In ancient Greece the 
merchants were not considered above 
fanners. In England for many cen¬ 
turies a landowner was a “gentleman** 
white a merchant was not. 

It would be easy, but it Is unneces¬ 
sary. to point to additional proof of the 
error of speaking of farming os on oc¬ 
cupation lacking In dignity and denied 
esteem. King Edward of England In¬ 
terested himself In farming. Th© Khe¬ 
dive of Egypt Is a practical farmer 
and spends much of his time superin¬ 
tending an establishment not much 
more pretentious than many farms be¬ 
tween the Mississippi and the Atlantic, 
and not so large a* many Western 
ranches. 

Social distinctions, or “caste’* dis¬ 
tinctions. antedate written history or 
tradition. Despite the unceasing ef¬ 
forts of the nether strata to climb up¬ 
ward through Individual effort, and the 
agitation of socialistic philosophers for 
social equality, the*© distinction* have 
existed, in one form or another, and 
with greater or leas rigidity, in all civ¬ 
ilized countries. In a general way line* 
of social division run between different 
modes of living, degrees of prosperity 
and claims to respectable, or distin¬ 
guished. ancestry. They are inevitably, 
and In all lands and periods, shifting.

true that farm hands are not often

tioned. It may be said in passing that 
the versatility of the early American 
fanner wtis the result of conditions met 
and conquered by other farmers in 
other parts of the world in other pe¬ 
riods. Korean farmers, for the soke of 
Illustration, were their own black¬ 
smiths many centuries before America 
was discovered. Whether It affected 
his social standing history does not 
pause to say. 

This diverting paragraph Is worth 
quoting, and will be relished by Ken¬ 
tucky farmer* from the^Mlsslsalppi to 
the mountains: 

"In th© older States, because of th# 
character and quantftl«*s of tho farmer's 
produce, the village storekeeper is almost 
the only customer of the farmer. Th# de¬ 
pendent position Is inilating and hunik- 
kitlnc Pcrhaip* I am mistaken In think¬ 
ing the storekeeper likes to make ths 
farmer cringe, but his economic theories 
make him think it advtaabl^to bold the 
farmer In as dependent a point ion aa pos¬ 
sible. The man who preferred the farm 


from the latter, because he could be hi* 
own boss, comes to perceive that the fac¬ 
tory worker Is more independent than 
he, The factory man Is under a boss, 
but he has a union backing him, or a 
• cn#L* of reliance upon his ma*©s and of 
counting 4 for something, that keeps up his 
self-respect. He exposed himself to dis¬ 
appointment and rebuff when ho sought 
a job, but once he got It. that was over. 
The farmer ho* to fucc the galling patron- 
1* ng of the storekeeper every time he 
*ehs anything—unless he sells nt back 
doors of private houses—lias the worry- of 
feellnr that the storekeeper's Indifference 
to dealing with him Is a pretense Intend¬ 
ed to defraud him of a just price.’* 

Farmers, we're told, will desert farm. 
Ing unless their condition is improved. 
"Selling below the cost of production Is 
the whole history of agriculture, and 
unpaid slavey underpaid peasants and 
farmers are the three most unfortu¬ 
nate clashes." 

To compare the American farmer 
with the European peasant, with re¬ 
gard to his social status or material 
welfare, 1* fantastic. The compara¬ 
tively easy acquirement of x»roductlve 
land—a condition that will not con¬ 
tinue much longer—has given the 
American with no capital but health 
and strength opportunities unknown in 
Europe. The way up the social lad¬ 
der has been easy In proportion to the 
ease with which reasonable Independ¬ 
ence Is to be reached in a dignified 
and respected occupation. The farm 
hand has as good an opportunity to be¬ 
come a tenant and then an owner as 
the factory hand has to become the 
owner of a factory. The pessimistic in¬ 
vestigator or the agricultural problem, 
her© quoted, finds that when a man buys 
a farm he merely “buys a job," and 
on Ul-pald one at that. This would be 
Interesting, and depressing, were it not 
for the trifling fact that It Is untrue. 
The stability of the value of farming 
land is indicated by the fact that a 
farm Is always a gilt-edge security for 
a loan. The advance In prices both 
cast and west of the Mississippi where 
land Is tillable ha* been sufficiently 
sharp within recent years to give near¬ 


cquntry In the world, social climbing is & an y productive and well "located" 


not unheard of or Impossible. Even In 
America, the moat democratic of coun¬ 
tries. class distinctions are not un¬ 
known or unrecognized. Although the 
Individual's utmost striving mny not 
always lift him above'the social level 
at which he begins life. It may be said 
that. In u general way. persona and 
classes who got on by legitimate en¬ 
deavor—or means wrongly condoned by 
mankind because of large results—get 
Into "feoclety.** The top crust In India 
is formed by Hindu priests, who live 
by their wits at the expeiwe of dosses 
that can be Imposed upon. The same 
is true of nobles of Europe, and of the 
robber barons who adjust the tnriff 
schedules In America. Other castes nr© 
formed by classes that get on better 
than their inferiors, and out caste* ore 
those who don't get on at all. 

In modem England trad© Is being 
recognized in a social way. The devel¬ 
opment of civilization hsa elevated 
trade to a* respectability In point of di¬ 
mensions that it did not have when 
the British Isles were Inhabited by 
rud© barbarians who used drawbridges 
to prevent the neighbors from sacking 
their castles ond swam malarial moat* 
for the pleasure and proflt of sicking 
the castles of their neighbors. Society 
Is therefore recognizing trn^te. In other 
word*, it Is bowing to prosperity. Brew¬ 
ers wear titles not because th© occu¬ 
pation of making beer is more or lea* 
honorable than it was cunturlea ago. 
but because Improved methods of dis¬ 
tribution have caused brewers to be¬ 
come millionaires. The aim© underly¬ 
ing principle of the mobility of caste 
Is revealed In India, where trade ha* 


farm a speculative value in addition to 
Its solidity aa an Investment. A fur. 
tb©r Increase in values Is recognized 
as being inevitable, and the problem 
now discussed among persons who are 
Informed Is how to make one acre pro¬ 
duce a* much as two now produce, that 
the farm may cuntinu© to return satis¬ 
factory profit a 

Tariff Laws looking more to the In¬ 
terest of the masses would allow farm¬ 
ers, to get a fuller measure of the prof¬ 
its of their labor and a larger return 
upon capital Invested in land. Yet 
they are not now in a pitiable plight 
Upon the contrary, os a class, and in 
this country as a whole, they are en¬ 
joying comfortable prosperity. If there 
is "$orno shade of social depreciation" 
attaching to farming In New England 
;t Is merely a sporadic outbreak of 
snobocratic sentiment more than mere, 
ly un-American, for in all countries and 
In all ages land owners have enjoyed 
social recognition equal to that enjoyed 
by persons in other Industrial pursuit*. 


fatlgabie in bombarding newspaper of¬

The Americah Newspaper Publish¬ 
ers* Association long ago recognized the 
©vll and now prepares at regular inter¬ 
vals a list of publicity agents for the 
guidance of the newspaper* which are 
embraced in the association's member¬ 
ship. Some uf the most noted publica¬ 
tions in the country, including Col¬ 
lier's Weekly, have devoted much 
space to exposing the methods of press 
Agents and so-called publicity bureaus. 
Many of them clonk their operations 
under a Arm or corporation name which 
convey* the Idea that they are making 
a business of selling n**ws. Some of 
them put a nominal price ou their 
tainted offering* as an effective method 
of deceiving paper* which are known 
as libera! buyers of nows. In short, 
there Is no end to the artifices of the 
press agent. 

There Is and afw'aya will be a legiti¬ 
mate and widening field for the publici¬ 
ty promoter, but It 1* in no way cred¬ 
itable to any firm, corporation, enter¬ 
prise or individual that a pres* agent 
should be employed with the dominant 
Idea of buncoing the newspapers of th© 
United States. Such a proceeding is 
scarcely more creditable than the old 
and familiar performance of obtain¬ 
ing money under false pretenses, for 
which thousands of men are serving 
prison ter ms __ 

Plunkett Upon Pinchot- 

All disintereHted and informed Ameri¬ 
cans take aides with Gifford Pinchot in 
the conservation controversy. Sir Hor¬ 
ace Plunkett’s commendation of Mr 
Pinchot shows how one 'disinterested 
and informvd foreigner looks at the 
problem *iow under discussion. If we 
could have tho benefit of the views of 
persons from other foreign countries, 
equally familiar with ' the subject. It 
tvould be found that the indorsement of 
Mr. Plnchot's stand for conservation 
would be unanimous In the older Euro¬ 
pean countries where the value of con¬ 
servation. and the vital necessity for 
heading off vandalism and thievery Is 
fully understood. 

Sir Horace Plunkett expresses sur¬ 
prise that so little attention has been 
paid to tho repeated warnings of James 
J. Hill. Those warnings have been 
heard from many other sources They 
have been ridiculed by **pnvate enter¬ 
prise" with selfish purposes, and they 
have been too little heeded by the gen¬ 
eral public. The agricultural waste 
which Mr. Hill has touched upon, and 
which Sir Horace discusses, might prof¬ 
itably be eliminated, and it should be. 
Bu: when the increase of population 
makes It exigent for Americans to be¬ 
come Intensive fanners, that they may 
get a living out of high-priced farm 
lands, necessity will develop scientific 
methods among farmers. The land, al¬ 
though depleted, may be restored. The 
destruction of forests is a graver matter 
because a great deal of time i* required 
to grow trees and on iU effect upon 
agriculture and climate, to say nothing 
of the absence of timber resources, re¬ 
mits from wastefulness. 

In the opinion of Sir Horace Plunkett 
we shall be Importing foodstuffs In va©t 
quantities within a century- If our 
forest conservation programme Is not a 
vigorous and honest one from this time 
forward, we shall be large Importer* of 
timber In a much shorter time. 

Gifford Pinchot has defined forestry 
as "the art of using forests continuously 
to meet the needs of man." The sort of 
"private enterprise" which, claahcs with 
the conservation programme and seeks 
by underhand methods to secure con¬ 
trol over other nAtural resources is an 
effort to destroy forests to enrich a few 
men. Only those who are interested, 
as grabbers, or as politicians currying 
favor with the grabbers, are enemies of 
the Pinchot programme. Only those 
who have neglected to Inform them¬ 
selves in a matter of such importance 
that It l* everybody's bustness, and 
should be every body’s concern, are with¬ 
out a lively Interest in that programme 
and without a desire to see “private en¬ 
terprise'* prevented by public opinion 
from destroying public property.

The two moat material charges 
brought by The Times against Gen. 
Johnston wer© that he wrecked Louis¬ 
ville's regiment by denying to the men 
the right to elect their officers, as pro¬ 
vided by law, and by cashiering, with* 
out trial, such officers as foil under his 
personal displeasure. With these right* 
denied tb a regiment of th© Kentucky 
State Guard by its Adjutant General 
there is no ne«d to look further for th© 
cause or author of its disruption. To 
these two charges Gen. Johnston, in hi* 
communication, makes no defense. His 
utter and absolute silence is in itself 
u confession of their truth. The only 
other feature of Gen. Johnston's com¬ 
munication that justifies recognition 
her© it his repetition of Ihe attempt 
consistently made by his department to 
make It appear that Col. HaJdeman'a 
resignation was due to failure to pass 
an examination. Should this attempt 
be successful, it would distract atten¬ 
tion from the fact that Col. Haldetnan’s 
resignation, as well as that of all the 
officers whose resignations followed hls^ 
was due solely to the reason that th© 
men of th© regiment were denied the 
right of electing their officers and th© 
officers could secure no protection 
against the whims* of Gen. Johnston’s 
malic© or vanity. 

The undisputed facts as to Gol. Hal- 
deman's examination are these: The ex¬ 
amination of fh© officers of the regi¬ 
ment was held November 25, 1908. CoL 
Hal lemon on that date appeared before 
th© Examining Board, appointed by th© 
Governor, and on February 6, 1909. the 
following report signed by evfery mem¬ 
ber of Hie board, which included Col. 
Jouett Henry, president; Col. William 
N. Hughes, Col. Charles D Clay. Mnj. 
A. McLean Moffatt and Limit. Win. 
Mr allows*, was received and tiled at the 
Adjutant General*© office, as shown by 
the records of his department. 

“CoL Hakteman reported to the 
bqard for examination in obedience to 
G. U. No. 88. His examination pa¬ 
pers show h© has a limited knowledge 
of the drill, but his administration of 
the affairs of the First Rngiment is 
most creditable and its condition show's 
that h© Is a man of high executive 
ability. It is the opinion of fh© board 
that the very life of the regiment, at 
least for the present, depends on his 
retaining command. The board there¬ 
fore earnestly recommends that he be 
commissioned." 

Eleven days after this report of the 
Examining Board was received. G. O. 
No. 4. aeries of 1909. was issued from the 
Adjutant General’s office. In It appear¬ 
ed this paragraph: “Of the officers of 
the First Infantry, who appeared for 
examination, all passed satisfactorily 
except"—two First Lieutenants and two 
Second Lieutenants, whose names were 
given. On February* 17, 1909, the Adju 
tant General's department announced 
that Col. Haideman had passed the ex¬ 
amination, if tho orders from that de¬ 
partment can be accepted at their face 
value. 

On April 10. 1909. when Col. HaJde- 
man was abroad, th© officers of the reg¬ 
iment. relying on Section 2,878 of the 
Kentucky Statutes, which provides that 
all officers, except those of the staff, 
shall be elected by the men of their re¬ 
spective company, battalion or regiment 
and which makes it mandatory that th© 
"Adjutant General shall, on reasonable 
notice, before th© expiration of a com¬ 
mission, order an ©lection." united In 
the request that cn election for Colonel 
of the First Rogiment be ordered, 
staling it to be their purpose to re-elect 
Col. Haideman 

That request was answered April 16. 
1909, by p communication, signed by 
Gen. Johnston. In which for the first 
time It was announced that Col. Haide¬ 
man bad foiled to pass the examination 
held in November of the preceding 
year. By thus rejecting the recom¬ 
mendation of the Examining Board and 
discrediting his own general order of 
February 17, 1909. Gen. Johnston was 
enabled to prevent CoL Haideman'* re- 
election. His method of so doing 
scarcely accords with his boast of fair 
and honest dealing at all times. 

The rest of Gen. JohnMon's com¬ 
munication Is given over to a quibble 
of words and an effort to be offensive¬ 
ly personal 

It will pass unnoticed. Col Haideman. 
In his term as Its command# r. gave to 
th© regiment for which Jefferson coun¬ 
ty ©rt?ct»*d a $500,000 armory, which 
was furnished at a cost of mor© than 
$15,000 raised by Col. Haideman 
through th© liberality of Louisville's 
citizens, his best thought und effort. 
He ha© now neither tlie time nor the

FIRM FOR THE UNION. 


Shirt-waist Workers Refuse To En¬ 
tertain Compromise Overtures 
of the Manufacturers. 


New York. Dec. 30.—Although sug¬ 
gestions of a compromise were thrown 
out to-day by the manufacturers, the 
thousands of young women shirt¬ 
waist makers who arc putting up such 
a remarkable fight for the recognition 
of their union remained firm In their 
declaration that their essential point 
must be admitted. 

“The girls ora willing to compromise 
on a reasonable basis, but they will 
Insist that their union be given recog¬ 
nition. They are satisfied conditions 
would not be tolerable without a rec¬ 
ognized organisation to back them up 
when trouble came"

In the event of the machine re¬ 
taining Its equilibrium while rounding a 
corner at a high rate of speed there Is 
the danger of the front wheels breaking

Wider Machine Safer. 


Butler Longest, whose firm built the 
m a chin e used by the Louisville Salvage 
Cbrp*. believe* that a machine with a 
wider tread than those of standard width 
with wheels fifty-three Inches apart 
would be safer for a fire chief. He said* 
•Tt Is obvious to me that a lower, 
wider and longer machine would ho better 
suited for fire purposes than the machine 
of ordinary build. Of course. I do not 
mean to say that fire chiefs cannot an- 
rwer alarms with safety in a standard 
tread vehicle. They can travel at a mod- 
tmto rate of speed and avoid accidents to 
a great extent, but on the whole. I be¬ 
lieve that a specially built machine 
should be used. They would lessen the 
possibilities of a turnover in many In¬ 
stances where a ma^hln- with a narrow 
tread would turn a complete somersuult"

VERDICT RETURNED. 




Coroner’s Jury Finds Benjamin 
Clark Met Death At Hands of 
Unknown Man. 


A noncommital verdict was returned by 
the Coroner*! Jury which conducted the 
Inquest into the death of Benjamin Clark, 
who was mysteriously shot and killed on 
Monday evening while going from the 
Wathen distillery on the Seventh-street 
road to bis home in this city. Magistrate 
Edward O Connor, the acting Coroner 
presided and examined the witnesses 

George Levers, a brother-in-law of’the 
dead man, who was arrested In connec- 
Hon with the killing shortly after the 
body of Clark was discovered, was ad¬ 
mitted to ball.

Ga., Dec. 30.—That while 
women were hung up on the waft of a 
cell room a* though crucified with ex¬ 
tended arms, that at least one attempt 
was made to whip a woman and that 
prisoners were used to do work for pri¬ 
vate citizens, were some of the things 
testified to to-day In ths Cijy Council 
investigation of the city prison, known 
as the stockade. 

Charges that the city prison, to which 
men and women convicted of misde¬ 
meanors and unable to pay a money fine 
are committed, is a filthy place un¬ 
worthy of holding even animals, that 
there has been gnft and that bar¬ 
barous cruelties are practiced there have 
been made. The grand Jurors recently 
Indicted Superintendent Vlnlng and 
two guards for cruelty and made public 
a scathing report which resulted in this 
Investigation. 

Ruby Gaither, a country girl, who said 
she was 19 years old. wo* the star 
witness of the day, Afb'r tne grand 
Jurors had described the prison as “the 
dirtiest, foulest place on earth, dirtier 
than any pigpen,’’ the girl was called. 
She told how she was sent to the stock¬ 
ade after her mother remarried, because 
she fought with her stepbrother* and 
how one day she was struck by another 
woman prisoner. She struck back and 
fearing to be punished, went to Super- 
IntendtMkt Vlnlng and reported her In¬ 
fraction of rules.

James E. Sullivan Looks For 
Haimony Among Warring 
Factions of East and West. 


LW YORK, Dec. 30.—Hunpotiy 
out of discord, more compact 
organisation out of disruption, 
a new national and Internation¬ 
al birth for sport, is what Jamea E. Sulli¬ 
van, former president of the A. A. U.. be¬ 
lieves the future holds In store for *|>ort 
In general. 

"All these controversies." he said to- 
day, referring to tho breach between East 
and Weat in golf, tennis, skating and 
some of the l***©r departments of na¬ 
tional sport, "are much to be regretted 
but. mark this: They will all result In 
a broader basis for athletics In this coun¬ 
try.* * 

Although the winter has seen already* 
more dimssmton than In several vears. Mr 
Sullivan's belief is that the present sec¬ 
tional division of sport* will constantly 
broaden toward the navy Idea. And on© 
necessity to effect thl* growth, he holds, 
la a supreme court of appeals In all sport*. 

"There are three or four million* of peo¬ 
ple In organised athletic# of all sorts In 
this country." *ald Mr. Sullivan, "and the 
center of that athletic population is con¬ 
stantly moving westward. Thirty year* 
ago It wo* concentrated In and around 
New York, but w© have been forced time 
after time to acknowledge that the YVest 
Is rapidly effecting a balance In the coun¬ 
try's athletic Interests 

"The A. A. V. thl* year held It* na¬ 
tional championships in Seattle; In the 
cdlning year they will be held In New Or¬ 
leans. and a Chicago man is now presi¬ 
dent of teh union. The changes came 
about naturally, and have resulted in gen¬ 
eral benflt to sport." 

Mr. &u)Mvan wa* not only optimistic 
for American sports, but was confident 
that the International Idea Is to dovelop 
rather than to recede. 

"We must have, and shall have some 
day." he said, "an International board 
of full control, with International rule* 
and regulations." 

Though the tennis and golf situations 
have developed no new phases within the 
last few day*. It Is evident, leaders say.

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FOOTBALL DATES BACK AS FAR AS 1840 

Rules Then Entirely Different From Present Laws—Pig¬ 
skin Could Not Be Carried. 


F OOTBALL at American colleges 
runs back beyond th# memory of 
the oldest living graduate. But 
the kind of football that was 
played way back In the *40# was of ouch 
a crude character that It would hardly be 
recognixed as the second great American 
game to-day. In those early days It 
served more as an excuse for a rush be¬ 
tween the sophomores and the freshmen. 

The football of the early college days 
gave place to rushes betwesn the classes, 
which were practically the same as the 
football game of that day, except that 
the ball was not used. These rushes, at 
first governed by no laws or rules, took 
on a form of organisation during the ‘60s 
There wa* no game about It during th* 
'60s. but a ball wae kicked about and 
more or less amusement derived from 1 L 
In the early '70s. however, a number of 
Rugby boy* at Harvard revived the gome 
and It was LQien up In earnest ami as¬ 
sociations organised at several of the col¬ 
leges. In 1173 Columbia University played 
a match game with Y'sle, on the 16th of 
November. There were twenty men on a 
side «nd the gam© wa.* nearer the Eng¬ 
lish Association game than the English 
Rugbv. Th© costumes of those days were 
long trousers and Jerseys. The rales 
were simple end forbad© any one pick¬ 
ing up. carrying or throwing th© bslL 
There w ere no n ’on" or "off" side rules, 
and goal* were mad© by sending the ball 
under th© crossbarr Instead of over it. 
Fouls were penalised by making the 
player who had committed th© foul toss 
the ball straight up in tho air from the 
place where the foul occurred, and it 
was unfair to touch the ball until after 


ular rule gave rise later to a good deal 
of skillful drop kicking, the man kicking 
the ball Just as It touched th© ground. 
Although the game was played with 
twenty men oil a side, when a man wa* 
disabled Instead of sending In a substi¬ 
tute a man was dropped from the other 
side. 

It was not until 1974 that football began 
Us present career of Interest In American 
colleges. In that year football clubs wore 
formed In many of tho American colleges, 
r:«tltuUgn having five or six team* 
which played Intercloas games. Th© first 
match pme.H played between teams of 
different colleges under the American, 
rules was played on old Forbes field, at 
Cambridge, Ma*». between Harvard and 
McGill University, of Montreal. Canada. 
This game was played on May !4. 1S74. 
and resulted in a victory for Harvard by 
three touchdowns against McGill nothing. 
The players on the Harvard team were 
Tyler, Lombard and Goodrich, tender*; 
('abbott. Grant and Waiting, half tend¬ 
er*. and Sanger. Morse. Lyman. lUndall 
and Leeds, rushers. The McGill player* 
wero Rodger* and Gilbert, tenders; Ab¬ 
bott. Joseph. Thomas and Goodhue, half¬ 
tender*. and Baynes. Jenkins. Hall* 
Huntington and Bowl©, rusher*. Emmons 
Blaine, son of James G. Blaine, former 
Secretary of State, wo* a member of the 
Harvard club and acted as linesman In 
this game. 

In thl# same year Harvard played Mc- 
GUI three gomes, winning two and tying 
one; Tuft's College won and lost a gam* 
with Harvard; The University of Canada 
lost a game to Harvard, and on Novem¬ 
ber IS Yale and Harvard played their 
first game together. Harvard winning by 
eight touchdown* 

The football referee in the early day* 
was a very Important and dignified Iver¬ 
son on the field, and always dressed in 
a frock coat and sltk hat.

Washington, Dec. 30— Plans for a 
national boycott against combinations 
that increase the cost of living w**re laid 
here to-night when the National Anti¬ 
trust League was launched. 

Members of Congress are Interested In 
the new movement and Immediate step* 
will be taken toward perfecting State 
organisations. Then, when price* soar, 
the league members, by stopping the 
use of articles or commodities that have 
gone above a certain level, will try to 
put them back by refusing to furnish 
a market. 

The plan was tried in Germany a few 
years ago and. It I* said, broke up a 
combine that had raise! the price of 
coffee to almost a prohibitive point. 

The meeting wo* Informal and no 
final organ I ration was effected. It >v*s 
agreed, however, that the crusade Jutd 
beginning should go under the name of 
the National Antl-tru*t League, and 
that the organisation should ho non- 
political. 

Among the speakers to-night were 
Representative Champ Clark, the House 
minority leader; Representatives Alex¬ 
ander and Murphy, of Missouri: Martin, 
of South Dakota; Kinkald. of Nebraska; 
McKInlay. of California, and Morgan, of 
Oklahoma. 

One matter was settled to-night, how¬ 
ever. The women of the United Stales 
will be taken Into membership on equal 
term* with Qir men and will have cqqul 
voice In the campaign.

For the first time since 1886 there was 
Ice to-day In the TbatLihoochee River 
at Atlanta, similar conditions prevailing 
In the river* of Tennessee. North Ala¬ 
bama and the western part of North 
Carolina. 

While It Is believed that no serious 
damage has been done the Florida 
orange crop, Fernandlna report* that 
orange* were frozen in ihat section, and 
from other p^rts of Florida come report* 
that fires in me groves were resorted to 
last night to protect the trees.

Kills Boll Weevil. 


Cotton planters of the far Southwest 
hall with delight the severe cold, be¬ 
lieving that millions of the boll weevil 
have been destroyed and a further 
spread of this insect to new territory re¬ 
tarded.

MILDER WEATHER COMING.

Dec. 30.—The extreme 
cold which luts been sweeping over the 
eastern section of the country Is being 
dissipated before a rising pressure area 
that la moving rapidly eastward from 
the Mississippi Valley.

—Eastern Kentucky Is In the grip of a 
cold wave. Twelve degrees below zero 
was registered here this morning, the 
coldest weather since February 14, 
1905, when 19 degrees was registered. 
There 1* much suffering among th# 
poor, many of^whom are without coal 
and food. * Overland mountain malls 
are delayed. 

ZERO IN PITTSBURG. 


Mayor Considering Opening of Soup 
and Coffee Kitchens. 

Pittsburg. Pa. Dec 30—With th# 
thermometer registering zero and In 
some places from 3 to 7 degrees below 
that point. Western Pennsylvania to¬ 
night Is in the grip of a bitterly cold 
blizzard, accompanied by snow flurries 
and high winds. 

From the outlying and mountain dis¬ 
trict* come report* of deaths and suffer¬ 
ing duo to exposure. In greater Pitts¬ 
burg alone several deaths have been re¬ 
ported to the Coroner. A foreign wom¬ 
an, In an attempt to walk from Mc¬ 
Keesport to this city before daylight to¬ 
day, fell exhausted In the roadway and 
was picked up in a serious condition, 
dying late to-day. 

At Irwin. Pa., the temperature regis¬ 
tered was the coldest December day In 
thirty years, 2 dogres below' zero Elec¬ 
tric Interurbun lines to nnd from Irwin 
have been discontinued. At Connells- 
vllle, John Wallace, a laborer, was se¬ 
verely frozen last night as a result of 
exposure. 

Mrs. Lena Keepers also Is in a Con- 
nellsville hospital, suffering from frozen 
feet and ears. 

All trains from tho East are late en¬ 
tering Pittsburg and malls are tied up 
Gas shortage Is reported everywhere, 
several mills of one steel plant closing 
to-day on account of the shortage and 
throwing 500 men out of work. During 
to-day the charity institutions were 
swamped by calls for assistance. The 
municipal and county authorities last 
night and to-day cared for a thousand 
persons and the advisability of opening 
coffee and soup kitchens was brought up 
to-day by the Mayor's cabinet. 

A rise in temperature is promised for 
to-morrow. 


LOWEST TEMPERATURE 

Recorded In Florida For Several 
Years Experienced Yesterday. 

Jacksonville. Fla.. Dec. 30.—Florida 
to-day experienced the coldest weather 
tha: has visited this State for several 
years, the thermometer In Jacksonville 
registering 20 degrees this moftiing and 
freezing weather has prevailed all day 
Freezing temperatures extended down 
Into the orange belt, but up to to-night 
no reports have been received of any 
damage to the trees. 

It has been cold In this 8tate for sev¬ 
eral days, which has driven the sap 
down in the orange trees and It U be¬ 
lieved that they will not be killed or 
damaged by the freeze.

Frank B. Smith, President of Cru¬ 
cible Steel Company, Stricken 
With Apoplexy. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 30.—Frank B. 
Smith, president of the Crucible Steel 
Company, one of rhe large*i Independ¬ 
ent steel manufacturing corporation* In 
tho United State*, dropped dead here 
to-night. 

Mr. Smith, who was 50 year* old.

RESULT OF AN INVESTIGATION, 


TREATMENT OF BURNS. 


(Youth’s Companion.) 

The medical books describe several de 
greet* of burns, according to the amount 
of damage the tiro has done to the skin 
or the parts beneath. 

The first degree consists merely In red 
ness and stinging of the skin, such as Is 
caused by the flame of a match touching 
the skin for an Instaut, or a drop of hot 
wax from a candle falling on the hand. 
Ordinarily this Is a trivial accident, and 
the pain of it if annoying may be subdued 
by applying a cloth wet with a solution 
of cooking soda, but if a large surface U 
burned, os when a cambric night dress 
catches fire and blazes up for a moment 
but is quickly extinguished, the patient 
may suffer severely from shock. 

In the second degree blisters form on 
the injured port. Care must be token not 
to tear the blisters—in removing the 
burned clothing, for example. A little 
snip with clean scissors or two or three 
punctures with a clean needle should be 
made In the port of the blister which 
protrudes most, and as soon as the wa¬ 
ter has drained away the part should be 
covered with a cloth wet with soda solu¬ 
tion. or with equal parts of lime water 
and olive oil—called carron oil. 

In hums of the third degree the upper 
layer of the skin is destroyed. This Is 
the most painful of all burn*, for the sen¬ 
sitive cutaneous nerves are exposed. The 
first thing to do is to cover th© part so ss 
to protect the bared nerve endings from 
contact with the air. The same dressing 
a a that for burns of the second degree 
will give relief until the physician come* 
Carron oil Is best, but the soda solution 
Is better than nothing, and much better 
than plain water or oil. 

In burns of the fourth degree—the third 
and fourth degrees usually occur togeth¬ 
er—the skin Is burned through and the 
bare flesh Is exposed. This, strange as It 
may seem, is less painful than a third 
degree burn, for now the nerve ending*, 
which receive and transmit the painful 
sensation*, are entirely destroyed. It I* 
more serious In Its after effects, because 
it always leaves a scar which is disfigur¬ 
ing and may contract and draw the part 
out of shape. 

In bums of the fifth degree the muscles 
and other tissues sre more or less ex¬ 
tensively disintegrated, and In those of 
the sixth degree the entire limb—finger, 
hand. arm. foot or leg—is destroyed. 

In all these severe bums there is more 
or less shock, which may be so profound 
as to kill, and there are also serious 
symptoms caused by congestion of the 
internal organs, and probably also by a 
poison formed in the burned tissues.

©very now and then some new and de- 
Helen* fruit le brought by enterprising 
importer* from eoine far comer of the 
earth and displayed In the New York 
market* to make buyers stop and ask. 

‘Whaf’s that?" Thl* time It is the Aus¬ 
tralian passion fruit, which until lu*t 
week, anen a small sample shipment wtm 
received here, had never been brought to 
these shores. It hod been eaten in this 
country, however, for a California fruit 
grower succeeded in raising three vines 
of the nassiun fruit. His neighbors liked 
the fruit so well that he wa* obliged to 
refuse when ank-J to ship some to New 
York. The New Yortt Importers were de¬ 
termined to have pitsslon fruit, and so 
rent direct to Australia. 

In the Australian midwinter, which 
comes In June, passion fruit 1* one of the 
favorite delicacies there It is not much 
to look at. after the beauty of the flower 
from which It oomes. It Is sn exquisite 
flower, with a purple center ahaped like 
%\ cross, and twelve white fluted petals, 
which are called the twelve Apo*tle*. The 
fruit is Just a leathery looking sphere, 
about tho size of an egg. But get Inside 
that wrinkled skin, and there is a most 
delicious pulp, filled with tiny seed*, 
which, however, are so soft that the teeth 
hArdly perceive them 

In Australia tliey cut the fruit In halves 
and eat the pulp with a spoon, like Ice 
cream out of a dish. It is often used, too, 
in making fruit salad* 


The Louisville Tenement House Com 
mfcudon, of which W. W Davie* U chair¬ 
man. ha* now In preparation a bill to tie 
introduced In the General Assembly for 
the purpose of establishing *ome rule by 
law for the enpetruction of tenement 
houses for the laboring people It I* the 
aim of the commission to have the bill 
ready for introduction In the Legislature 
within the next two wreks Chairman 
Davie* stated that the most thorough In¬ 
vestigations have been made of the rene j 
ment house* in Louisville, and it show** 
a state of suffering, need f**r sinltary re¬ 
form and a demand for betterment of sur¬ 
roundings among the occupant* of tens 
ment houses. 

The bill will only apply to cltlcu of the 
the first class, but Mr Davies salf that 
poMiibly cities of the second-class might 
want such a measure on the statute book. 
The b.d that is being drawn, said Mr. 
Davies, is being prepared from the cod#* 
by Lawrence Vernier, wh.cli wn» adopted 
by New York. The local bill will not con¬ 
tain all the provisions of the New York 
law for the reason that the conditions in 
Louisville are not exactly as they are In 
Gotham. 

The bill In preparation, if it becomes a 
law. will do away to a great extent with 
dirt and the lack of light and air In build¬ 
ing* occupied by thw poor laboring people 
of till* city. Better water facilities will 
be provided. Ln the investigation recently 
made it wn* found that there was no 
water In many of the tenement buildings. 
Many occupants now are compelled to 
walk m block or mv»ro to obtain water 
Dangerous floors and stairways will be 
done away with by the proposed law. 

The hill provide* that when tenement 
hmisc* are erected three or four stories 
high they shall be ordinarily fireproof, and 
where they are erected a* high as five 
stories fire escape* shall be provided The 
question of water closet* Is also one of 
much Importance. These were found In 
bad i'ondltlon by the commission Better 
provisions will rw» made for thorn In the 
bill. The bill will provide for light* ln 
stairways and window* In hallways. 

The comniltRlon found in one instance 
that twenty-three families were living in 
twenty-one moms. The bill will remedy 
such condition*. Mr. Davies says that more 
olr space must be provided for occupant* 
of tenements. Such a bill Mr Davies 
thinks will make tenoniont property n»ore 
valuable, and redound to the lu-alth and 
welfare of the oily’* poor

Robert W. Bingham, president of the 
Kentucky Children’* Home Society, has 
lamied a statement In regard to tho ex- 
peneee of Buperlntemlent George L. Se- 
hon, w Ml* attending Herndon* of the Leg¬ 
islature in tl>e interests of the society. Mr. 
Bingham s»y* the money expended was 
not part of the State appropriation, and 
that every cent used was derived from 
private contributions. 

Mr. Bingham’* statement follows: 

"In Justice to the Kentucky Children's 
Homo .Society, and to Its superintendent. 
Mr. (icorge L Behon, I wish to make this 
statement, so that there can t>e no ex¬ 
cuse for any nils understanding. State 
Inspector Thatcher refer* to expanse* in¬ 
curred by Mr. Sehon In Frankfort while 
attending wantons of the Legislature. Vh* 
amount involved was about ll.UXi. spent In 
attendance upon tour full seaalona of the 
State Legislature, and under the direction 
of the officers and director* of the so¬ 
ciety, and wisely and properly and use¬ 
fully employed In maintaining an able 
and enenratlc man at Frankfort to exer¬ 
cise all proper Influence poeelbl* in fur¬ 
thering the passage of laws for th« benefit 
of the deprod^M- children of this Com¬ 
monwealth. 

"However, the aoclety derives. In addi¬ 
tion to lit* appropriation from tha State, 
an Income from private contributors, 
which latter fund ta spent as ecctmmlcaliy 
and conscientiously a* funds derived from 
the State, but with a wider latitude per¬ 
missible to tii* discretion of the officer* 
and director*. 

Under the law the society make* a re¬ 
port annually to th* State Auditor, show¬ 
ing tlie exact disbursement of every cent 
derived from the Stale appropriation, and 
th* law restrict* the use* for which this 
money may be spent. 

"Not • cent derived from the Stale 
woe speot In paying Mr. Sehon’* expens**" 
at Frankfort, but. on the contrary, every 
cent 9 o expended was derived from pri¬ 
vate contributions, many of which were 
given for this specific purpose by per¬ 
sonal friend* of Mr. Sehon. who recog^ 
nixed the Importance to tho dependent 
children of the State of enabling him to 
remain In Frankfort during the legislative 

session*. 

"The society’* statements, accounts and 
vouchers are on file at Frankfort, and 
open to public Inspection, and th* society 
has received each year Its quietus from the 
State, and these record# will show the 
facts as here Hated, that no part of the 
State appropriation was employed in pay. 
Ing Mr. Sehon’s expense* at Frankfort, 
or for any purpoee except those set out in 
the law governing the appropriation, 
namely, the maintenance and supervision 
of dependent children."
